
 

 

Cured-in-Place Pipe (CIPP): Two sewer segments will be rehabilitated in the area of 3107 and 
3023 Crest Avenue.  CIPP involves inserting a liner into the pipe. That liner is expanded and 
becomes a new pipe. This method uses either steam or Ultra Violet technology to cure the resin, 
which may on rare occasions produce a distinctive odor at very low levels. Once this process 
begins, work must continue until the lining is fully cured. Service laterals will be reinstated without 
excavation.
